N A RECENT STATEMENT 
aimed at the economic managers 
of Britain Mr. Butler, the chancellor 
of the exchequer *(himself an able 
economist), issued a warning which 
also applies _to Canada,—Britain's 
competitive position in foreign mar- 
kets, he said, is being undermined by 
its increased export prices—and this 
at a time when competition through- 
out the world is becoming intense 
after a long and easy seller’s market. 
While British industry is facing a 
widespread demand for wage _in- 
creases, Mr. Butler said bluntly that 
a 10 per cent wage rise would force 
export prices up by 414, per cent and 
that would “cause a ‘serious fall in 
the volume of our exports.” 

Figures. so small may appear to 
laymen as unimportant. But the ex- 
porter, British or Canadian, knows 
that international trade.turns on a 
knife edge. The foreign. customer 
will switch his purchases ovérnight 
if he can save even a few cents per 
article. A minute price margin can 
alter the whole stream of interna- 
tional trade. 

For the last eight years, in a 
ravenous sellers’ market and a world 
hungry for all. kinds of goods, the 
Canadian, like ‘the British exporter, 
could afford to raise his wages, his 
costs and his prices without losing his 
customers. 

In this period the costs of Cana- 
da's great exporting industries have 
been heavily. increased, so far with- 
out damage to our foreign markets, 
though with heavy cost to domestic 
consumers. Our trade, despite the 
distortions of the’ recent election 
campaign, is only a fraction below 


Tongue in Error — or in Cheek? 


Vex OR WITHOUT THE EX- 
citement of a pre-election at- 
mosphere there is at all times a 
heavy responsibility.on elected rep- 
resentatives of the people to speak 
with a full sense of their position— 
to enhance rather than demean the 
position they hold in the public eye. 

Those who do so are repaying 
in part the honor their fellow- 
citzens have ¢onferred upon them; 
they are endeavoring to take on a 
stature equal to the public tasks for 
which they have volunteered. 

That cannot be said of those 
elected persons who indulge in wild 
statements and unsupported charges 
about the established institutions of 
their country. It cannot be said. of 
Mrs.. Lydia Arsens, one of Victoria's 
three Social Credit MLAs. 

Mrs. Arsens, with motives that 
are difficult to understand, has seen 
fit to make the public allegation that 
“Communism is being taught in the 
schools, and because so many of our 
young people are so discouraged by 
our present economic system, some 
are accepting these theories as a way 
out.” 

The charge has been hotly de- 
nounced by teachers and others who 
have contact with our educational 
system. It will be as readily de- 
nounced by all who cannot see Ca- 
nadian youths as being so discour- 
aged that they are turning to dicta- 
torship to save them. 

A moment’s ‘thought by any 
reasonable person should show the 
complete irresponsibility of the state- 
ment, and raise, too, a hint of the 
dangers contained in such wild 
remarks. 


That Word ‘Smear’ —- | 


URING THE RECENT POLITI- 
cal campaign the word “smear” 
found wide currency. In particular, 
the Premier seemed to find it one of 
the handiest words in his. lexicon, 
using it on various occasions to ex- 
press his displeasure with any sub- 
ject to which he took exception. 

Such being the case, the meaning 
and philosophy of the word is worth 
examination. In its figurative sense, 
according to the dictionary, it means 
to “pollute or contaminate morally.” 
The basis of the smear is untruth. 

This points up a distinction, we 
suggest, between the smear and valid 

, criticism. 

The Premier says, for instance, 
that Leslie Roberts’ article “Social 
Credit Means Dictatorship” was an 
outright smear. But an examination 
of the article reveals that it is based 
on quotations directly from the lips 
of national Socred leader Solon Low, 
and on the citation of certain sup- 
pressive Acts of Parliament which 
the Aberhart government attempted 
to introduce in Alberta in 1937. 


an all-time peak and may exceed it 
by the year’s end. 

The real test of the price struc- 
ture, in the world market, has yet to 
be met. Whether our present export 
price structure can meet that test 
remains to be seen and will be seen 
if world prices fall, even marginally. 
There is no way of escaping that test 
for the simple reason that, contrary 
to the claims of some easy-money 
politicians, Canada cannot consume 
and must export many of its prod- 
ucts. The home market and the 


Canadian stomach simply will not 
absorb all of them. 

The process of world price com- | 
petition is not even. Some prices can 
fall even while others are rising. 
Thus, for example, our British Co- 
lumbia fishing industry has experi- 
enced difficulty in selling its catch 
at a time when our total exports are 
booming. Our lumber industry has 
raised its wages and costs when 
prices are falling. Thanks mainly to 
an abundant American. market | 
(often attacked by the government's 
critics) our farmers are securing 
prices much higher than those pre- 
vailing in many parts of the world 
such as Britain and Europe. 

The question before Canadian in- | 
dustry is not whether it can sell its 
goods to foreigners at present prices, 
since they are being sold in huge 
volume, but whether these conditions | 
will continue if we continually raise 
our costs and prices. We have not 
priced ourselves out of the existing 
world market. We could quickly 
price ourselves out of a future mar- | 
ket of lower prices, as Mr. Butler 
fears in the case of Britain.

Back of such a‘try lies the whole 
structure of witch hunts, purges, |

Surely it is better to know com- 
munism for what it is—a twentieth 
century adaptation of all the worst 
aspects of totalitarianism—than to 
grow up knowing of it only through 
the astigmatic political vision of the 
dupes who see it as an ideal.

He is, in 
fact, smearing those who disagree 
with him. 

It’s a point worth remembering. 
We suggest that the next time the 
cry of “Smear” is raised the hearer 
go to the source and find out 
whether it is based on héarsay or 
documented facts. Then he can make 
up his mind for himself.

| HE claim that the U.S.S.R. has broken 


drogen bomb, made immediately after 
this rebuff to the Western governments, 
was meant, I believe, to say to European 
public opinion that the Soviet Union has 
the military weapon for cogtaining and 
isolating and deterring a German mili- 
tary revival. 

It is meant to say that the U.SS.R. 
can do what all Europeans who fear 
Germany more than Russia would like 
to have done. 

For the hydrogen bomb, 8o we are 
told, is a weapop~of total annihilation 
over a much larger area than any other 
bomb, including the atomic. But though 
the area is large by comparison with 
other bombs, it is not largé’as compared 
with the area even of a small country. 

Therefore the more’ concentrated and 
congested the vital industrial cities, the 
better the target. On the other hand, the 
larger the country, the wider the open 
spaces, the.fewer and the more dispersed 
the industries, the poorer is the target 
and the less effective is the weapon. 

Quite evidently, if the Soviet Union 
has, or js Seon going to have, or is gen- 
erally believed to have, hydrogen bombs 
and’ the means to deliver them, then 
there will be -ome furious thinking done 
in Western Europe on the subject of 
the strategy of Western defense. 

That, presumably, is what _Malenkov 
and Molotov are intending to provoke 
before they enter Into negotiations about 
Germany. 

All this.is consistent .with the theory 
that Malenkov is hoping to return to 
1945 by repairing the mistakes which pre- 
cipitated the cold war and provoked 
NATO andthe decision to rearm West- 
ern Germany. 

This would be a policy of Russian na- 
tional imperialism minus the Bolshevik 
incitement and adventure, If we look 
back at the Soviet statements we shall 
find that this has been the line since 
Stalin's death. But Malenkov may. well 
have been confirmed in the anti-German 
line by the uprising in Eastern Germany 
and by the growing indications that 
Adenauer. will win the election,

What has been accomplished? 

(1) From the educational point of view, 

. . it has reminded some 
63,000 patrons of the 
matchless poetry of the 
world’s greatest writer; 

(2) From the artistic 
m point of view, it has pro- 
vided Canadian actors with 
their long-dreamed-of na- 
tional theatre; 

(3) From the Chamber 
of Commerce point of view, 
it has “put Stratford on 
the map;” 

(4) From the commercial point of view, 
it has attracted $175,000 in box-office receipts 
and resulted in the acquisition of one of the 
world’s most interesting stage properties. 

That all this should be achieved in less 
than two years by a town of 19,000, sparked 
by an enterprising (and unpaid) young 
journalist, is well-nigh incredible. But there 
it is. 

The Stratford Festival is now an assured 
success. Dr. Guthrie has already promised 
to come back next year—perhaps with new 
stars. The name of Sir Laurence Olivier has 
been mentioned. 

Already general manager Tom Patterson's 
restless imagination is at work. He wonders 
how a Highland Festival, such as they stage 
at Edinburgh, would go?
